DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

Claims 1, 5 - 7, 9 - 16, 19, and 20 are objected to because of the following 
informalities. Appropriate correction is required: 

Claim 1, line 9, "transparent members and is threaded" should read "transparent 
members and being threaded" or a corresponding change should be made in the clause 
so as to be in proper syntax. Claims 5 - 7 are objected to for inheriting the same 
informality through their dependency from claim 1 . 

In claim 9, there is no antecedent basis for "said anti-sticking agent" recited in 
line 10. It is believed that a comma is appropriate in line 2 (after "projector"). Claims 10 
- 16 are objected to at least for inheriting the same informality through their dependency 
from claim 9. 

Claim 10, line 3, "surfaces" should read "surface" in order to be in noun-verb 
agreement. 

In claim 19, lines 8-10, there is no antecedent basis for transparent members 
"that are larger than said hologram film", as recited. It is suggested that the claim be 
amended to read (in relevant part): "and wherein the first transparent member and the 
second transparent member [that] are larger than said hologram film and are applied on 
said front and back surfaces of said hologram film . . ." 

Claim 20, line 9, "transparent members and is threaded" should read "transparent 
members and being threaded" or a similar change should be made in the clause so as 
to be in proper syntax. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 



Claim 18 is allowable over the prior art. Subject to the aforementioned 
informalities, claims 1, 5 - 7, 9 - 16, 19 and 20 distinguish over the prior art. The 
reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter stand as set forth in the Office 
action of August 7, 2003. 



This application is in condition for allowance except for the formal matters set 
forth in the claim objections. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex 
parte Quayle, 1935 CD. 11, 453 O.G. 213.
